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Campus Fallout Shelters 



When the Cuban crisis came to a head 
recently, many Mary Washington students 
"pushed the panic button" and assumed 
that nuclear war was imminent. 

As R result, students began asking 
whether the college had any provisions for 
air raid .shelters or any instructions for 
students as to the procedure in case ot an 
attack. Kumors that MWC would soon in- 
stitute air raid drills began to circulate. 

The facts of the situation were recently 
explained bv Mr. Edgar Woodward, BursM 
of the College. There are no immediate 
plans for air raid drills at MWC. The col- 
lege must act as part of the city of Fred- 
ericksburg in any plan having to do with 
Civil Defense. This is because of the or- 
ganization of the state of Virginia into 
four regions for Civil Defense purpoMS, 
each region having certain cities within it, 
and each city having its own head of Civil 
Defense. In Fredericksburg, the City Man- 
ager has this official capacity. Therefore, 
Mwe being pari of the city of Fredericks- 
burg, must work with the city on such 
projects as air raid drills. 

Mr. Woodward has been working with 
the city and slate authorities on Civil De- 
fense for several years. Many different 
plans for the college have been considered, 
and one of these will be decided upon and 
announced at some future time. 

It is interesting, however, to note the 
results of a survev made in Fredericksburg 
last March, as part of a nationwide survey. 



A team of federal engineers came to eval- 
uate certain buildings in town as to their 
Illness for fallout shelters. Thirty build- 
ings met the requirements, and among 
these are three buildings on the Mary 
Washington campus. Ann Carter Lee Hall 
has a declared capacity of 45(1, Willard 
Hall of 410, and Monroe Hall of 430 per- 
sons under conditions of fallout. Other city 
buildings which passed the test IncludCH 
J. C. Penney and Co. store, which can hold 
the largest number of people (730) and the

In the report which gave these statis- 
tic--, it was stated that permission would be 
sought from the owners of these building* 
to stock them with medical supplies, food, 
chemical sanitation equipment, and water 
containers. The aim of this move will be to 
make each shelter potentially self-suffic- 
ient for two weeks. 

The details of this report have been 
jriven here in answer to the many Question? 
students have been asking. Mr. Woodward 
stressed that this report was not prompted 
by the present Cuban crisis; it has been in 
the works since March and there is still 
much to he done before any definite plans 
or instructions can be givOfl to students. 

The recent Cuban scare has died down 
somewhat, and ifs not time to push the 
panic button yet. Plans are beinir made 
with the Civil Defense authorities and 
students will hear of them as soon as they 
are complete.

Learn by Using Languages 



All dormitories have rules, but 
at Mary Washington College, two 
dormitories have a pailieularly 
unusual one. At Brent House, one 
rule states that "French will be 
spoken from 7 a.m. to 11 p.m. on I 
Mondays through Thursdays. MM 
from 7 a.m. to fi p.m. on Kn 
davs." About a block away from 
Brent is Marye, whose rules in- 
clude that "Spanish will be spuk- 
en at all tiir.es ." 

Brent and Marye, flic French 
and Spanish houses respectively, 
have been in exigence lor a num- j 
ber of years. Approximately six- 
teen students live in each house 
under the guidance of a head 
resident who i> al.-o a fa- 
culty member, and who speaks j 
the language as a native. Semi- 1 
nar tvpe programs, \ isiting speak- 1 
ers, and the social and cultural, 
programs ol the language clubs, 
which are centered in these hous- 1 
es, give additional opportunities 
for acquiring facility in speaking 
each of the languages. 

All French and Spanish majors' 
are required to live in the houses | 
for one year, but every year there 
it a long waiting list of students j 
who wish to live in the houses 1 : 
whether or not they are language i 
majors. Applications are made in 
the spring, and the only general 
requirement is that the student 
should have had the equivalent ol 
an intermediate course in the

them is from France. The girls 
represent several states, and one 
student is from Cuba. The Head 
Resident, however, Mademoiselle 
Lancri. is from Pans. As this is 
her first year in the United 
States. Madamoiselle Lancri acts 
not only as teacher, but also as 
student, since the girls of Brent 
make sure that she speaks Eng- 
lish in her off houi-s just as she 
makes sure that they speak 
French during the day.

entlv as Spanish, as does Senorita 
Rivas, the Head Resident from 
Spain. The Spanish House was 
originally held at Framar, discon- 
tinued for a short time, then re- 
established at Spotswood. now the 
alumnae house, and finally moved 
to the present site. Marye. 

Because they are small dorms, 
a family atmosphere exists in 
Brent and Marve. The only notic- 
able difference is that calendars, 
notices on the bulletin boards, and 
book titles are all in French and 
Spanish. To a visitor from an- 
other dorm, it seems strange to 
ha<e her knock on I he door an- 
swered by "Entrez". or " Ade- 
laide". The language students 
themselves admit that to speak a 
lorcign language all the tunc at 
first proved difficult, and lhat 
consequently, Brent and Marve 
were perhaps the quietest dorms 
on the campus for the first few 
weeks of school 

However, now that the initial 
strangeness is over. speakin: 
French ard Spanish seem routine 
to the residents' of Brent and 
Marye. and the times that
